A leading article on the front 
poge is quoted from the Detroit 
Journal and refers to the -timber 


lands of: the Estate of David Ward. 
Mr. Lisk comments on some of it be- 
ing incorrect (and I happen to know 
it is) but some of the figures are in- 
teresting. 

The Michigan Central R. R. had 
just bought the Detroit and Charle- 
voix road of 44 miles for $500,000. 
The article predicts that a syndicate 
of Bay City lumber operators will 
buy “the white pine forests and still 
larger hardwood forests at a price of 
$5,000,000 or upward, more sawmills 
will be put up. in,.and first the pine 
and then the hardwood felled, sawed 
into lumber, and sent ‘to market on 
a wholesale scale.” The syndicate had 
the railroad 
passed into the hands of the M. C. 
The article states the acreage was 
78,000 but the real figure was 85,- 
000. It also estimates the pine at 
300,000,000° feet. and the hardwood 
one to two billion feet. 

- It is a nice story but the fact re- 
maing that Ward heirs continued 
cutting the pine at their mill at De- 
ward until the time for the final set- 
tlement of ‘their father’s dstate 
(1912) came. They then sold the 
mill, most of the houses, etc. 

‘A few weeks ago my son, George, 
had to take a Cleveland attorney and 
wife to Deward to start them on a 
canoe trip down the Manistee river. 
I went along, the first time we had 
been there together since the mill 
closd 85 years ago last March. Af- 
teer getting the people settled on 
their first camp site we went back 
and after much search found one of 
the corner posts of the mill, from 
which I was able to trace the founda- 
tion of the 307 by 54 foot structure. 
The mill pond has. been gone for 
years but I found the crib where the 
intake of-water for the boilers was; 
the cement foundations for the main 
drive shaft, a wheel having a face of 
40 inches,'26 feet in diameter; the 


four cement posts .of the waterworks. 


derrick; Then. we went further on 
to where the boarding house stood, 
the drug store, and finally to where 
the three houses I lived in during 
our ten years residence there had 
once stood. I can think of nothing 
that -locks more desolate than the 
site of a..once busy town, now com- 
pletely vanished. I gathered wild 
strawberries.on the ground beneath 


where millions of feet of white pine: 
lumber had been sawed, and up on. 


the hill where millions of dollars 
worth of lumber had been piled we 
found the ties of the railroad spurs 
over which it was carried to market;

ments. Another Dutch grievance 
was that they were unable to con- 
trol the population and that Indo- 
‘nesian troops had fired on Dutch 
forces during truces. 

The Dutch struck first in Batavia, 
seizing all Republican installations 
there. Indonesian sources reported 
‘Dutch air attacks on a dozen air- 
fields and cities in eastern - Java, 
and heavy fighting developed at 
Semarang, on the northern coast of 
Java.

NO TAX CUT: 
Same Story 


Income tax reduction was thrown 
squarely into the ring as a red-hot 
issue in the 1948 presidential cam- 
paign as the senate, for the second 
time, failed to override Mr. Tru- 
man’s veto of the Republican-spon- 
sored bill to cut income taxes by 
four billion dollars next year. 


Following an overwhelming house 
vote of 299 to 108 to override the 
veto, the senate fell five votes short 
of doing the same thing and Presi- 
dent Truman’s thumbs-down policy 
on lower income taxes was sus- 
tained.. — 

The second stage of the income 
tax battle was virtually a replica of

CAN OR FREEZE CHERRIES NOW 
~ FOR NEXT WINTER 


Cherries are one of those fruits 
which can take a lot of sugar or just 
a little at canning time. But. sugared 
or unsugared, canned or frozen, 
they are worth the trouble to have 
crusty cherry pies, cobblers or fruit 
sauces next winter. . 

Roberta Hersehy, foods specialist 
at Michigan State college, advises 
that you use well-ripened, firm cher- 
ries. Wash and pit. 

To each quart of cherries add one- 
half cup of sugar. You may need to 
add a little water to prevent‘sticking. 
Bring slowly to a boiling point. Pack 
hot in glass jars. Cover with_ boiling 
sirup up to % inches from the top 
of the jar. Process pint or quart 
jars or No. 2 or 2% cans 15 minutes 
in the boiling water bath. 

Cherries can be canned without 
sweetening. However, flavor, color 
and texture are usually improved 
when sugar is used. 

For freezing, select high-quality, 
firm, fully ripened fruit, and freeze
